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FINAL REJECTION 

Response to Applicant's Amendment 

The rejection over Kawai (US 6,198,342) is withdrawn in view of the amendments to the 

claims. 

Claim Rejections 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 112 

Claims 2-3 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, second paragraph, as being indefinite for 
failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant regards as 
the invention. Correction or clarification is required. 

In claims 2-3, the recitation "the stage" lacks clear antecedent basis. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that form the basis 
for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public use or on 
sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United States. 

Claims 1-12 are rejected under 35 USC 102 (b) as being anticipated by Fukui (US 6,157,242). 

Figure 1 A of Fukui discloses a charge pump circuit comprising charge pump stages 
(stgl-stg8), a first clock signal (CLK1CLK4) and a second clock signal (B STCK 1 -B STCLK4) .
